In October 1945, the Ist Battalion, 60th Royal 
Rifles, landed at Bombay from England. 

Towards the close of 1848, it formed part of the 
column of Troops ftom the Presidency of Bombay 
which co-operated with the Army of Bengal in the 
Campaign of the Punjab. The Battalion was 
engaged in the sjege of Mooltan and in the capture

Mutinies, the Battalion was e1 in the im- 
portant action on the Hindoun ; and haying joined 
the Army before Delhi, its services were pre-emi- 
‘nent in the memorable siege and capture of that 
stronghold of the Rebel Forees. 

‘The Battalion subsequently formed part of the 
retrieving column under Colonel Sir John Jones, 
which marking its progress by successive vietorics 
over the Rebels aa Mutineers, proceeded into 
Rohilcund and assisted in taking the City of
